GIL_CROSSLEY _W3YA COMMENTS ON THE BOARD'S ACTION 


On September 2ist, Gill Crossiey W3YA, ARRL Atlantic Division 
Director, spoke at the meeting of the Southern Chester County Amateur Radio 
Club, A large contingent of North Penn jofned the Chester County Amateurs 
at West Whiteland Schoo! in Exton, 


Taking time out to attend was wei! worth my while to meet a few 
fellows and see and hear Gii as weii. His subject was the Board’s feeling 
on RM 499 and the new docket. It is impossib}e to do justice in reporting 
his broad coverage of the many facets of this matter. The best I can do, 
is cover a few points lightiy. 


The report of the IRAU on the clamor for frequencies is sure a 
fair warning that the fight is growing bigger and more difficult. There is 
no clear=cut approach that will guarantee resuits, ft seems, It is a sure 
thing that everything we do to improve the Amateur status wil! be an asset 
if not too late, 


The milftary has found a wealth of manpower fn Radio Amateurs in 
the past. Today the Radio Amateur cannot ccmmand the same level of unques- 
tioned integrity. Some of us may doubt this, but this is apparently the 
situation with [fceensed amateurs when joining the Armed Services, Therefore, 
in the eyes of the military, someth‘’ng has been Jost. And if you don't 
think Internationa! Morse Code has any value anyxore, consider thiss By a 
recent order, aii new military communications equipment must be provided 
for CW operation,

The State Department enters this picture since they have two dise 
tinct functions refative to the Amateur, On one hand the State Department (“™ 
sets up meetings relative to communications; this therefore includes the 
Amateur, They also handie the reciprocai licensing between countries, To 
have them on our side we find it necessary to have their interest {in Amateur 
Radio. 


The Amateur has been known for his excellent se!lf=policing in the 
past, The apparent iack of seif=-pciicing is not as widespread as one might 
feel, When, however, we find one rotten egg in a crate it sure raises a 
question about the others, and the odor jeaves an {tnjurfous doubt, 


The Board recommended, and the Commission adopted, the extension 
of distance for Conditiona! Class. Abuses of this class was the cause, Gil, 
cited an example where a jficensed Amateur gave a number of exams for Condi- 
tiona!, Due to some evidence of jack of ability, curfosity was aroused and 
the holders of the Conditional Ciass Licenses were cailed fn for re-examinae 
tions. Only one (1) of many was able to pass the exam and prove his 
qualifications, 


The detay in action cn Amateur Regs was due mainiy to the demand 
for action on the CB Regs that have mow been put in force, 


Gill aiso pointed out that the Board was not doing themselves a 
favor by making the recommendations they did. The directors in attendance, 
were 5 Extra Class, 10 Advanced and 4 Generai, If I interpret my figures 
correctly, i a
